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DAHLIAS 

“The  Glory  of  Autumn” 

There  is  a  little  question  why  the  Dahlia  has  gained 
in  popularity.  Largely  because  of  its  easy  culture,  its 
wealth  of  color,  and  its  diversified  form,  it  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  garden  plants  Ve  have  today. 

You  should  look  upon  them  as  triumphs  of  the  breed¬ 
er’s  art,  when  you  realize  that  the  modem  varieties  have 
been  evolved  from  several  wild  species,  growing  in  high 
altitudes  in  Mexico.  It  has  been  known  to  horticulture  for 
upwards  of  one  hundred  fifty  years,  and  today  we  find 
over  8000  names  of  recognized  varieties. 

CULTURE — The  dahlia  will  grow  in  any  good  garden 
soil.  A  sandy  or  gravelly  soil  which  need  not  be  very  rich 
suits  them  best.  It  should  be  worked  deep  and  well  pre¬ 
pared.  Large  quantities  of  manure  should  be  avoided  as  it 
tends  to  produce  a  heavy  growth  of  foliage  at  the  expense 
of  bloom.  The  roots  should  be  planted  2Vz  feet  apart,  the 
tubers  should  be  laid  down  flat  and  covered  with  four  to 
six  inches  of  soil.  They  may  be  planted  as  soon  as  frost  is 
over,  but  in  our  climate,  we  have  found  from  the  first  to 
the  15th  of  June,  the  best  time  in  which  to  plant  them  out. 

CULTIVATION — is  the  principal  requirement  of  the 
Dahlia,  the  most  important  of  all  operations  to  insure 
success.  Keep  the  soil  well  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds. 

HARVESTING — The  harvesting  and  packing  for 
Winter  is  very  important,  upon  which  depends  your  future 
success.  Should  you  loose  your  Dahlias  during  the  Winter, 
you  will  be  obliged  to  buy  new  ones  in  the  Spring;  there¬ 
fore,  these  suggestions  are  important. 

Dahlias  should  be  harvested  shortly  after  their  foliage 
has  been  killed  by  frost.  We  find  from  experience  that  as 
soon  as  the  frost  kills  the  foliage,  the  strength  of  the 
stalk  recedes  into  the  tubers.  By  digging  two  or  three 
days  after  your  plant  has  been  killed  by  frost,  your 
clumps  are  in  a  perfectly  dormant  condition,  having  no 
sprouts,  keeping  perfectly  all  Winter  and  sending  forth 
sprouts  in  the  Spring,  which  is  the  proper  time. 

Dahlias  may  be  dug  with  fork  or  spade.  In  digging  or 
harvesting  the  clumps,  great  care  should  be  taken.  Dig 
them  and  dig  very  carefully;  do  not  pull  them  up.  You 
have  large  clusters  of  tubers;  each  tuber  has  a  neck,  which 
is  the  small  portion  between  the  tuber  and  where  it  joins 
the  stalk.  The  clumps  should  be  dug  or  lifted  carefully,  so 
as  not  to  break  the  necks  of  the  tubers.  If  you  crack,  gir¬ 
dle  or  break  the  necks  sometimes  they  will  dry  up,  other 
times  decay.  However,  when  the  clumps  are  divided,  the 
tubers  with  broken  necks  are  weak  and  not  as  good  and  it 
requires  longer  for  the  tubers  to  become  established  before 
they  commence  to  grow  after  they  are  planted  in  the 
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ground.  After  removing  the  clumps,  shake  gently  to  re¬ 
move  the  soil  that  would  naturally  fall  off.  Cut  off  tops 
within  two  or  three  inches  above  tops  of  clumps,  allowing 
them  to  be  exposed  to  the  sun  and  air  for  only  an  hour  or 
two.  Do  not  allow  them  to  stay  out  two  or  three  days  to 
dry  up,  then  wonder  why  they  are  withered  and  fail  to 
sprout.  Pack  in  a  cool  frost-proof  place  where  extremes 
of  temperature  may  be  avoided — a  place  having  an  aver¬ 
age  temperature  of  about  45  degrees.  Do  not  cover  or 
pack  in  any  material  or  with  any  substance.  Cork,  saw¬ 
dust,  shavings,  coal  ashes,  sand  or  earth,  all  hold  and  re¬ 
tain  a  dampness  or  moisture  which  is  unnatural,  making 
it  too  close,  compact  and  damp,  causing  the  clumps  to 
start  to  mildew  or  decay.  Would  you  pack  your  potatoes 
in  any  of  the  above  ?  Simply  pack  clumps  one  on  top  of 
the  other,  placing  each  clump  upside  down.  Undoubtedly 
you  are  aware  that  the  Dahlia  stalk  is  hollow  and  that 
this  hollow  contains  a  watery  substance  or  acid.  If  you 
pack  your  clumps  with  the  stalks  up,  the  acid  will  flow 
back  into  the  crown  of  the  clumps,  causing  decay,  where¬ 
as,  if  you  turn  your  clumps  upside  down  the  acid  must 
flow  out,  and  clumps  will  remain  in  a  perfectly  dormant 
condition.  Pack  clumps  upside  down  in  boxes  or  barrels, 
packing  one  on  top  of  the  other.  Dahlias  in  an  old-fash¬ 
ioned  cellar  will  keep  first-class  without  any  covering;  in 
a  cellar  having  a  cement  bottom  or  heat,  the  boxes  or 
barrels  should  be  lined  with  heavy  paper  and  covered  with 
paper  or  burlap.  Covering  with  paper  or  burlap  excludes 
the  air  and  preserves  a  more  even  temperature.  In  heated 
places  the  circulation  of  air  and  heat  causes  the  tubers  to 
shrivel  and  dry  up;  a  covering  of  this  kind  prevents  the 
roots  from  shriveling. 

We  send  out  divided  field  grown  roots  only.  If  stored 
in  a  cool  place,  not  too  dry,  until  planted  out  every  one 
will  grow.  They  are  stored  under  the  best  possible  condi¬ 
tions  which  preserves  them  in  a  healthy,  plump  condition 
until  planting  time.  All  stunted  plants  are  rogued  from 
the  field  to  insure  healthy  stock.

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IF  YOU  ARE  BOTHERED  WITH  INSECTS 
HERE  ARE  A  FEW  POINTERS 

THRIPS  are  tiny  insects  that  enter  the  growing  tip  or 
shoot  and  chafe  the  newly  formed  leaves,  injuring  them 
so  that  they  develop  malformed  and  curled.  These  in¬ 
sects  seem  to  enjoy  the  life  blood  of  certain  varieties  on 
account  of  its  flavor  and  do  not  molest  the  adjacent 
plant.  If  the  attack  is  not  checked  it  will  result  in  a 
stunted  plant,  which  in  reality  is  only  debilitated  by 
insect  ravages. 

LEAF-HOPPERS  are  larger  than  Thrips  and  of  a  pale 
yellowish  green  color,  a  little  over  Vs  of  an  inch  in 
length.  They  fly  when  the  plant  is  touched  during  the 
heat  of  the  day.  These  sucking  insects  do  much  to  keep 
a  plant  from  getting  a  good  start.  They,  as  well  as 
Thrips  and  Aphids,  are  common  carriers  of  various  dis¬ 
eases  and  should  be  kept  in  control  for  this  reason  if 
for  no  other.  During  the  windy  weather  when  dust  can¬ 
not  be  applied  to  advantage,  overhead  sprinklers  used 
during  the  heat  of  the  day  will  control  red  spider  and 
check  the  Leaf-Hoppers  and  Thrips. 

We  believe  the  best  control  of  Trips,  Leaf-Hoppers 
and  Aphids  is  by  dusting  with  a  good  nicotine  dust. 
Apply  in  sunshine  with  the  temperature  above  70  de¬ 
grees  at  weekly  intervals  from  the  time  the  plants  are 
set  or  tubers  start  to  grow  as  a  preventive,  and  if  any 
should  appear,  then  about  every  four  days  until  they 
disappear. 

Another  good  control  method  is  to  spray  with  Pyre- 
throl.  This  can  be  done  at  any  time  of  day  and  regard¬ 
less  of  weather  conditions,  except  rain.  We  have  found 
this  very  effective  for  Leaf-Hopper,  Thrip,  Red  Spider 
and  Aphids,  2  ounces  to  the  gallon  of  water.  For  flea 
beetles,  grasshoppers,  ants  and  Japanese  beetles,  4 
ounces  to  the  gallon.  Should  a  plant  be  infested  with 
ants,  spray  plant  -  and  pour  a  teacupful  of  spray  down 
the  ant  hill.  This  will  do  the  dahlia  no  harm,  but  kill 
the  ants. 

CUT  WORMS  are  easily  controlled  by  scattering  about  a 
teaspoonful  of  poison  bran  bait  around  the  plant  (but 
not  touching  it)  as  soon  as  plants  are  set  or  shoots  ap¬ 
pear  from  tubers.  The  early  evening  is  the  best  time 
to  apply  it. 

2  tablespoonfuls  of  molasses  or  brown  sugar. 

1  level  teaspoonful  paris  green  mixed  in. 

Juice  of  an  orange  or  equivalent  in  water. 

1  quart  of  bran  or  enough  to  make  a  reasonably 

dry  mash. 
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CACTUS  and  HYBRID-CACTUS  DAHLIAS 

A  more  recent  introduction  becoming  quite  popular. 
True  fluted  type,  fully  double,  petals  being  long,  narrow, 
incurved  and  sometimes  twisted  and  forming  in  the  outer 
petals  a  more  or  less  perfect  tube  for  more  than  half  the 
length  of  the  petal. 

Hybrid  Cactus,  similar  but  less  marked.  Tubes  formed 
for  the  outer  petals  for  less  than  half  their  length. 

DECORATIVE  and  HYBRID  DECORATIVE 
DAHLIAS 

Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center  in  early  season. 
They  have  long,  broad  flat  petals  loosely  arranged  and  are 
either  flat  or  oval.  The  petals  are  never  quilled  or  formed 
in  tubes. 

Hybrid  Decorative  Dahlias  are  Decorative  Dahlias 
with  some  marked  characteristics  of  the  Cactus  or  Show 
Dahlia  in  its  form. 

SHOW  OrR  BALL  DAHLIAS 

Double  flowers  globular  or  ball  shaped,  full  to  the 
center  with  quilled  petals.  These  are  the  old  fashioned 
Dahlias,  two  inches  or  more  in  diameter. 

POMPOMS 

Shape  and  color  are  the  same  as  Show  Dahlias,  but 
must  be  under  two  inches  in  diameter. 

PAEONY  DAHLIAS 

These  are  the  newest:  type  and  somewhat  resemble 
the  peony  in  form.  They  are  semi-double  exposing  a 
golden  yellow  disc  in  the  center,  with  inner  petals  curled 
and  twisted,  and  outer -petals  flat  or  irregular.  They  are 
very  beautiful  and  free  flowering. 

SINGLE  DAHLIAS 

Single  Dahlias  have  a  single  row  of  petals  surround¬ 
ing  a  golden  yellow  center.  They  are  very  graceful  and 
free  flowering. 


COLLARETTES 

The  Collarettes  are  single  Dahlias  having  a  row  of 
smaller  petals  inside  of  the  outside  row,  and  which  are 
usually  of  a  contrasting  color.
